Claremont  Playground  Commission 


BARNES  PLAYGROUND 

To  the  Citizens  of  Claremont,  N ,  H . 

We  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  conduct  of  Barnes  Play- 
ground during  the  past  year. 

Equipment  was  added  to  the  children's  comer  during  the 
past  year  at  a  cost  of  about  ;5300.,  the  balance  of  the  appropria- 
tion being  spent  on  supervision. 

This  playground  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Irene  Sargent,  who 
v/orked  very  successfully  with  the  children.  The  children's  cor- 
ner was  under  supervision  from  June  22nd  to  Sept.  4th,  being 
open  only  in  the  afternoon  for  the  first  few  weeks,  while  sum- 
mer school  was  in  session. in  the  morning. 

The  attendance  for  this  period  was  3575,  which  indicates 
the  need  for  a  playground  in  that  section  of  the  town,  especially 
for  the  younger  children. 

The  season  was  brought  to  a  close  with  a  pageant  on  Monad- 
nock  Park,  the  children  from  both  playgrounds  taking  part. 


MONADNOCK  PARK 

To  the  Citizens  of  Claremont,  N .  H. 

We  submit  herewith  a  report  covering  the  maintenance  and 
development  of  Monadnock  Park  during  the  past  year. 

All  activities  have  been  kept  in  operation,  including  the 
children's  corner,  baseball  field,  tennis  courts,  rifle  range,  show- 
er baths,  and  skating  rink. 

The  children's  corner  was  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Mar- 
ion Curtis,  with  an  attendance  of  9,207,  during  the  period  from 
June  22nd,  to  Sept.  4,  1925. 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  baseball  field  has  been  utilized 
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for  football;  but  this  yfear  the  area  directly  east  of  the  tennis 
courts  has  been  partially  filled  to  an  average  depth  of  about  two 
feet,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  a  football  field  and  a  running 
track  around  it. 

About  2000  loads  of  dirt  have  already  been  deposited  there, 
approximately  500  of  these  coming  from  the  excavation  for  the 
addition  on  the  Way  School;  and  the  balance  contributed  by  the 
Sullivan  Machinery  Company.  This  fill  is  coming  to  the  park 
from  the  Sullivan  foundry  on  North  street,  on  an  average  of 
20  loads  a  day,  for  which  the  Commission  thank  them. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  have  some  additional  land  for  this 
football  field;  and  also  to  purchase  and  draw  the  top  fill.  For 
that  reason  we  are  asking  for  an  additional  appropriation  of 
$1,500  this  year. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  appreciation 
for  the  co-operation  given  us  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

We  would  ask  that  the  public  assist  the  development  of  the 
Park,  by  directing  that  ashes  and  other  material  be  sent  there, 
when  taken  from  their  homes,  or  places  of  business.

Report  of  Library  Trustees 


The  year  1925  was  the  busiest  in  the  history  of  the  library. 
It  had  the  largest  circulation  of  books  and  magazines  for  home 
use,  more  users  of  the  reading  room  and  children's  room,  greater 
activity  in  the  reference  department  by  pupils  and  others,  and 
more  visitors. 

The  addition  of  a  third  member  of  the  staff,  made  possible 
by  the  larger  appropriation  at  last  town  meeting,  has  helped  to 
answer  the  demands. 

Mrs.  Ide  and  Miss  Sanborn  attended  an  interesting  and 
profitable  meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire  Library  Association, 
held  in  Laconia  in  October. 

The  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  American  Library  Associa- 
tion, formed  at  Philadelphia  during  the  Centennial,  will  be  held 
in  Atlantic  City  and  Philadelphia  next  October. 

A  telephone  installed  the  past  year  has  proved  a  benefit 
both  to  the  library  and  the  public. 

The  number  of  gifts  and  givers  has  surpassed  previous 
years.  Books  and  magazines  for  the  literary  department  have 
come  in  generous  numbers,  and  the  interest  in  the  historical  col- 
lection has  been  greatly  stimulated  by  the  pleasant  room  where 
the  contributions  are  displayed.  Visitors  finding  interest  for 
themselves  are  aften  reminded  that  they  have  some  things  others 
would  enjoy,  in  a  place  of  safety,  with  perpetual  care  for  treas- 
ures the}^  would  like  to  have  preserved. 

A  large  amount  of  valuable  genealogical  and  historical 
material,  obtainable  now,  if  not  bought  soon  may  escape  us.  Sev- 
eral persons  have  already  contributed  toward  the  purchase  price. 
The  librarian  will  be  pleased  to  give  further  information  to  any 
who  are  interested  in  this  matter.

Chief  Engineer's  Report 


The  year  ending  January  31,  1926  was  marked  by  the 
largest  number  of  alarms  in  the  department's  history,  a  total  of 
193  alarms  being  recorded.  Of  this  number  169  were  still  a- 
larms  and  24  were  bell  alarms.  Many  of  the  fires  were  stopped 
in  their  infancy,  through  the  cooperation  of  the  telephone  opera- 
tors in  the  handling  of  the  calls  and  because  of  their  prompt  dis- 
coveries, and  in  this  way  the  department  has  been  able  to  mini- 
mize the  annual  fire  loss.     The  bell  alarms  were  as  follows  :

The  report  of  brush  and  woodland  fires  is  not  included  in 
this  report,  but  may  be  found  under  the  State  Forestry  Com- 
mission Agent's  report. 


HYDRANTS 

Six  new  hydrants  have  been  installed  during  the  past  year, 
which  have  greatly  added  to  the  efficiency  in  the  department's 
handling  of  fires  and  are  a  saving  expense  in  that  it  is  cheaper 
to  maintain  hydrants  than  it  is  to  purchase  hose. 
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FIRE  ALARM   SYSTEM 

The  system  is  in  good  working  order  at  the  present  time, 
but  in  the  near  future  it  will  probably  be  found  necessary  to 
make  many  new  improvements. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  would  recommend  that  the  town  purchase  a  new  Com- 
bination motor  driven  truck.  The  present  combination  truck, 
which  was  purchased  eleven  years  ago,  must  in  the  near  future 
be  sent  back  to  the  factory  for  a  general  overhauling  and  the  de- 
partment needs  the  backing  of  another  Combination  truck  for 
second  alarms,  and  the  750  gallon  pumper  with  which  the  new 
truck  would  be  equipped  will  be  a  valuable  aid  in  case  of  an 
emergency,  I  further  recommend  that  the  town  install  three 
additional  fire  alarm  boxes,  one  near  the  comer  of  Mulberry 
and  West  Pleasant  streets,  one  near  the  comer  of  Forest  and 
Grant  streets  and  one  near  the  comer  of  Laurel  and  Grove 
streets. 


REMARKS 

The  Central  Fire  Station  has  been  re-painted  during  the 
past  year  and  this  has  added  greatly  to  its  appearance  and  san- 
itary condition.  The  battery  room  has  been  improved  through 
the  purchase  of  new  elements  such  as  batteries,  acids,  jars,  etc. 

During  the  past  year  the  members  of  the  department  have 
kept  up  their  high  standard  of  efficiency  and  in  minimizing  the 
fire  losses  and  I  am  deeply  appreciative  of  their  spendid  cooper- 
ation together  with  that  of  the  citizens  of  Claremont.

Report  of  Health  Officer 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen'. 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Health  De- 
partment of  the  Town  of  Claremont  for  the  year  ending  January 
31st,  1926. 

Claremont  has  been  fortunate  in  having  a  comparatively 
small  number  of  contagious  diseases  during  the  past  year.  Every 
effort  has  been  made  to  trace  the  origin  of  each  case  as  soon  as 
reported  and  an  effective  quarantine  maintained  imtil  danger  of 
infection  was  past. 

Any  contagious  disease  is  a  financial  loss  to  the  town,  as 
well  as  a  loss  of  time  and  money  to  the  family  in  which  it  occurs. 
The  prevention  of  disease  is  today  one  of  the  most  import- 
ant features  toward  the  welfare  of  a  town.  The  helpful  agencies 
of  the  public  health  nurse,  the  infant  welfare  nurse,  the  tubercu- 
losis nurse,  medical  inspection  in  the  schools,  health  clinics,  free 
serum  and  vaccine,  have  proven  very  efficient  in  the  mainten- 
ance of  more  healthful  conditions. 

It  is  now  an  accepted  fact  by  the  medical  profession,  that 
diphtheria,  which  has  in  the  past  been  one  of  the  worst  diseases, 
totaling  a  very  high  death  rate,  is  a  preventable  disease,  made 
so  by  the  use  of  a  serum,  the  same  as  vaccine  is  used  for  preven- 
tion of  small  pox.  True  vaccination  will  prevent  small  pox,  and 
true  inoculation  will  prevent  diphtheria.

SANITARY  INSPECTION 

The  important  work  of  this  department  has  been  given 
careful  attention  and  an  investigation  made  of  all  complaints 
of  this  nature,  and  conditions  remedied  as  far  as  possible  in  each 
case. 

The  larger  part  of  these  complaints  are  from  causes  that 
are  preventable,  and  occur  mainly  by  carelessness  or  thoughtless- 
ness on  the  part  of  the  property  owner  or  occupant.

Inspection  of  food  products  offered  for  sale  and  sanitary 
condition  of  markets,  bakeries,  restaurants,  hotels,  fruit  and  drug 
stores,  has  been  made  at  various  times  in  company  with  the 
State  Inspector.  Conditions  in  most  cases  have  been  satisfac- 
tory so  far  as  complying  with  the  Pure  Food  Law. 

Inspections  of  water  have  been  made  and  samples  submit- 
ted to  the  State  Laboratory  for  analysis,  from  the  Tyler  and 
Grannis  systems  several  times  during  the  year. 

Satisfactory  reports  were  received,  with  one  exception,  from 
these  tests.

Report  of  Milk  Inspector 


In  the  neighborhood  of  100  milk  licenses  have  been  issued 
during  the  past  year  and  about  200  visits  made.  Two  (2)  meu 
have  been  found  selling  milk  without  permits,  one  man  caught 
bottling  milk  on  the  street,  and  three  have  been  found  splitting 
a  quart  bottle  of  milk  in  order  to  sell  a  pint.  They  have  been 
warned  and  it  has  not  occurred  again  to  my  knowledge,  but  the 
next  time  it  does  regardless  of  first  or  second  offense  the  men 
will  be  brought  into  court. 

One  producer  stopped  selling  due  to  his  inability  to  pro- 
duce clean  milk. 

The  cattle  producing  milk  and  cream  to  be  sold  in  Clare- 
mont  have  been  regularly  tuberculine  tested  and  less  then  one- 
fourth  of  one  per  cent  diseased  cattle  found. 

There  have  been  quite  a  number  of  the  small  milk  dealers 
go  out  of  business  during  the  past  year,  so  that  the  work  of  in- 
specting the  dairies  and  stores  is  in  a  more  systematic  con- 
dition. 

Milk  samples  have  been  sent  to  the  State  Laboratory  of  Hy- 
giene at  Concord  and  on  the  whole  have  been  very  good,  althc 
some  very  bad  samples  have  been  found,  principably  from  herds 
where  there  has  been  more  or  less  trouble  in  keeping  the  cattle 
clean,  as  far  as  possible  these  conditions  have  been  overcome. 
No  samples  of  adulterated  milk  have  been  found,  and  no  con- 
tagious diseases  traced  to  milk. 

By  the  time  this  report  is  printed  all  barns  will  have  been 
scored  as  was  stated  last  year. 

The  central  milk  station  which  was  proposed  last  year  did 
not  materialize  due  to  the  excessive  expense  connected  with  same 
and  the  higher  retail  price  which  would  follow.

Pamphlets  containing  the  by-laws  of  Claremont  relating  to 
building,  duties  of  Inspector,  etc.,  may  be  had  at  the  Select- 
men's office. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  new  articles  should  be  added  to 
the  by-laws  that  the  Inspector  might  have  more  authority  in 
regulating  building  operations,  and  the  following  have  been 
drawn  up  and  are  submitted  for  consideration, 

ARTICLE  8 

No  building  having  a  pitch  roof  of  a  slant  greater  than  4 
inches  drop  to  one  foot  of  run  and  built  within  fifteen  feet  of  the 
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sidewalks  or  other  passageway  used  for  the  convenience  of  the 
public,  shall  be*  allowed  unless  the  roof  is  equipped  with  snow 
guards  so  applied  that  there  will  be  no  danger  fxom  falling  snow 
and  ice  striking  pedestrians  walking  on  Town  Public  Property. 
This  act  shall  apply  only  to  new  and  alteration  work  within  the 
Town  of  Claremont. 

ARTICLE  9 

The  following  allowable  support  for  foundations  per  square 
foot  of  bearing  surface :  on  alluvial  soils,  ^  T.,  on  firm  dry  loam, 

2  T.,  on  soft  clay  ^  T.,  ordinary  clay  2  T.,  hard  clay  on  high 
ground  where  no  water  can  wash  it  3  T.,  soft  wet  clay  and  sand 
iy2  T.,  quicksand  ^  T.,  wet  sand  1  T.,  fine  sand,  firm  and  dry 

3  T.,  firm  coarse  sand  4  T.,  firm  gravel  and  loose  rock  10  T. 
In  case  of  doubt  any  building  having  masonry  walls  above 
ground  shall  not  be  erected  until  the  soil  has  been  tested  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Building  Inspector,  and  the  foundation  shall 
not  be  installed  until  his  consent  has  been  granted. 

ARTICLE  10 

All  buildings  erected  in  said  town  shall  be  designed  to  sup- 
port the  following  minimum  live  load:  dwellings,  first  floor  40 
lbs. ;  second  floor  30  lbs. ;  apartment  houses,  first  floor  50  lbs. ; 
second  floor  35  lbs.;  hotels,  first  floor  80  lbs.;  upper  floors  50 
lbs. ;  office  buildings,  first  floor  90  lbs. ;  upper  floor  50  lbs. ; 
school  buildings,  class  rooms,  50  lbs.;  assembly  halls"  75  lbs.; 
churches  and  theatres  75  lbs. ;  places  of  assembly  where  floors 
are  used  for  drilling  or  dancing  120  lbs.;  places  of  public  assem- 
bly where  floors  are  not  used  for  drilling  or  dancing  100  lbs.; 
retail  stores,  ordinarily  80  lbs.;  ware  houses  200  lbs.  and  up; 
according  to  the  material  to  be  stored;  public  garages,  for  pleas- 
ure cars  only,  90  lbs. ;  public  garages  erected  to  accommodate 
trucks  and  tractors,  200  lbs.  All  so-called  flat  roofs  shall  be  de- 
signed to  carry  a  snow  load  of  90  lbs.,  to  the  square  foot. 
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ARTICLE  11 

Reduction  of  live  load.  The  full  live  load  shall  be  used  in. 
proportioning  all  parts  of  buildings  designed  for  warehouses  and 
such  buildings  as  are  likely  to  be  loaded  on  all  floors  at  the 
same  time.  In  other  buildings,  the  specified  live  load  may  be 
reduced  10  per  cent  for  girders  carrying  200  sq.  ft.  of  floor  or 
more.  For  columns  the  load  on  the  top  floor  may  be  assumed 
at  90  per  cent  of  the  specified  live  load.  The  live  load  on  the 
floor  next  below  the  top  floor  at  85  per  cent  of  the  specified  live 
load,  and  on  each  succeeding  lower  floor  at  correspondingly  de- 
creasing percentage,  provided  that  on  no  floor  shall  less  than 
50  per  cent  of  the  specified  live  load  be  used,  and  that  on  first 
floor  the  full  live  load  shall  be  used.  No  reduction  shall  be 
made  for  any  roof  load. 

ARTICLE   12 

No  new  building  or  addition  to  an  existing  building  shall 
be  erected  within  one-fourth  mile  of  Tremont  Square,  of  frame 
construction,  and  the  walls  either  of  the  outside  or  any  walls 
built  against  adjoining  property  shall  be  of  fireproof  construc- 
tion, excepting  the  windows  or  other  openings  may  have  wood- 
en jambs  and  sash,  providing  they  are  not  in  a  party  wall.  If 
there  are  any  openings  in  a  party  wall,  they  shall  be  provided 
with  automatic  fire  doors. 

ARTICLE  13 

All  buildings  over  50  feet  in  height  shall  be  of  fireproof 
construction.  No  steel  or  other  non-combustible  material  shall  be 
classed  as  fireproof,  simply  because  it  is  non-combustible.  All 
fireproof  buildings  must  have  all  steel  in  the  framework  as  well 
as  all  reinforcing  steel  shall  be  protected  from  fire  by  some  fire- 
proof material  such  as  brick,  terra-cotta,  concrete,  asbestos  or 
magnesia.  • 
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ARTICLE   14 

All  furnace  rooms  constructed  either  inside  of  the  build- 
ing- to  be  heated  or  as  a  separate  building-  shall  be  of  fireproof 
material  and  construction.  This  shall  be  applied  only  to  furnace 
rooms  where  the  heating  plant  will  he  required  to  heat  at  least 
30,000  cubic  feet  of  space,  and  within  one-half  mile  of  Tremont 
Square. 

ARTICLE   15 

Xo  public  garages  within  three-fourths  of  a  mile  of  Trem- 
ont Square  shall  be  constructed  with  any  wood  in  the  floor  con- 
struction, excepting  the  office  may  have  a  wood  floor  laid  over 
a  fireproof  floor. 

ARTICLE  16 

No  hotel,  tenement  house  or  other  similar  building  shall  be 
constructed  of  wood  when  the  size  of  the  house  shall  equal  or 
exceed  50.000  cubic  feet,  unless  the  walls  and  ceilings  are  lathed 
and  plastered  with  metal  lath  and  at  least  three-fourths  inch  of 
plaster.    This  article  to  apply  to  the  entire  town. 

ARTICLE   17 

Fireproofing  of  buildings.  All  steel  in  the  slabs  of  floors 
.shall  be  protected  from  fire  by  at  least  one-half  inch  of  concrete. 
All  steel  in  beams  and  girders  shall  be  protected  from  fire  by  at 
least  IM  inches  of  concrete  or  other  fireproofing.  All  columns 
shall  have  the  steel  protected  from  fire  by  at  least  2  inches  of 
concrete  and  this  concrete  shall  not  be  considered  as  supporting 
r^.n^'  of  the  loads  implied  on  the  columns.  Terra-cotta  can  be 
used  in  place  of  concrete  or  any  other  fireproof  material.  All 
interior  partitions  shall  be  of  fireproof  material,  casings  and 
other  trimmings  of  fireproof  material  or  any  non-combustible 
material   such   as  marble  or  steel.      This  article   shall  apply  to 
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new  buildings  or  alterations  that  will  be  fifty  feet  or  more  in 
height,  thereby  causing  difficulty  in  fighting  fire.  In  concrete 
,  used  to  protect  steel  from  fire,  there  shall  be  no  granite,  lime- 
stone or  other  material  in  it  that  will  spall  away  when  it  is  heat- 
ed and  leave  the;  steel  exposed  to  the  heat  of  the  fire. 

ARTICLE  18 

Every  chimney  shall  be  of  fireproof  material  but  reinforced 
fireproof  concrete  shall  be  permitted, '  as  well  as  burned  clay 
products.  By  fireproof  concrete  is  meant  concrete  that  is  com- 
posed of  Portland  cement,  sand,  cinders  (free  from  ash  of  coal), 
blast  furnace  slag,  asbestos  or  trap  rock.  No  concrete  shall  be 
suitable  that  contains  granite,  marble  or  limestone  or  any  other 
similar  material  that  splinters  or  fuses  at  a  temperature  under 
1000  degrees  Farenheit.  This  article  to  be  numbered  Article  2 
and  is  to  take  the  place  of  Article  2  in  the  present  building  laws. 

ARTICLE  19 

That  Article  5  in  the  present  building  laws  be  changed  to 
read:  "All  smoke  pipes  passing  through  partitions  or  into  parti- 
tions built  of  combustible  material  shall  be  guarded  either  by 
a  double  collar  of  metal  with  air  space  of  at  least  4  inches,  or 
by  at  least  6  inches  of  other  material  that  is  fireproof  and  a  slow 
conductor  of  heat,  between  pipe  and  any  combustible  material. 

These  building  requirements  have  been  drawn  up  with  the 
thought  of  increasing  the  safety  of  the  town  in  regard  to  fire 
and  other  hazards,  and  it  is  believed  that  it  would  not  cause 
any  hardship  upon  any  person  that  is  contemplating  building, 
as  the  slight  increased  cost  would  be  more  than  offset  by  the 
increased  value  of  the  building.

protection.
